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INTRODUCTION 

The  Illinois  Register  is  the  official  state  document  for  publishing  public  notice  of  rulemaking  activity 
initiated  by  State  governmental  agencies.  The  table  of  contents  is  arranged  categorically  by  rulemaking 
activity  and  alphabetically  by  agency  within  each  category.  The  Register  also  contains  a  Cumulative 
Index  listing  alphabetically  by  agency  the  Parts  (sets  of  rules)  on  which  rulemaking  activity  has  occurred 
in  the  current  Register  volume  year  and  a  Sections  Affected  Index  listing  by  Title  each  Section  (including 
supplementary  material)  of  a  Part  on  which  rulemaking  activity  has  occurred  in  the  current  volume  year. 
Both  indices  are  action  coded  and  are  designed  to  aid  the  public  in  monitoring  rules. 

Rulemaking  activity  consists  of  proposed  or  adopted  new  rules;  amendments  to  or  repealers  of  existing 
rules;  and  rules  promulgated  by  emergency  or  peremptory  action.  Executive  Orders  and  Proclamations 
issued  by  the  Governor;  notices  of  public  information  required  by  State  statute;  and  activities  (meeting 
agendas,  Statements  of  Objection  or  Recommendation,  etc.)  of  the  Joint  Committee  on  Administrative 
Rules  (JCAR),  a  legislative  oversight  committee  which  monitors  the  rulemaking  activities  of  State 
agencies;  is  also  published  in  the  Register. 

The  Register  is  a  weekly  update  to  the  Illinois  Administrative  Code  (a  compilation  of  the  rules  adopted 
by  State  agencies).  The  most  recent  edition  of  the  Code  along  with  the  Register  comprise  the  most 
current  accounting  of  State  agencies'  rules.

2)   All   Other   Corporations:   A   corporation   using   a    1-factor 
apportionment   formula   under   subsection  (b),  (c)  or  (d)  of  IITA 
Section  304  shall  determine  business  activity  conducted  within  an 
Enterprise  Zone  by  comparing  business  income  from  sources   within 
the   Enterprise    Zone   and   everywhere   else   pursuant   to   its 
ordinarily  applicable  factor  under  subsection  (b),  (c)  or  (d)   of 

Section   304.    A   corporation   using   an   alternative   method  of 
apportionment  under  Section  304(f)  shall  petition  the   Department 
for    approval   of   an   appropriate   method   of   determining   its 
qualification  under  this  Section,  and  only  upon  the   Department's 
approval   shall   the   corporation   be  allowed  to  use  a  method  not 
provided  in  this  Section. 
3)   Example:   In  the  tax  year   endinq   December   31,   1995,   Taxpayer 
received   dividends  from  a  bank  holding  company,  whose  sole  asset 
was  the  stock  in  a  bank  with  which  it  was   conducting   a   unitary 
business.    Both   the   bank   holding   company   and   the   bank  are 
headquartered  in  an  Enterprise  Zone  created   under   the   Illinois 
Enterprise   Zone   Act.    During   1995,  the  operations  of  the  bank 
consisted  of  accepting   deposits,   making   leans   and   purchasing 
investments.   The  bank  conducted  business  in  its  branches  located 
throughout   the   State.   However,  the  bank  holding  company's  sole 
source  of  income  on  a  separate-company  basis  was  the  dividends  it 
received  from  the  bank,  and   all   of   this   income   was   received 
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apport ionable  to  Illinois  in  1995,  the  bank  holding   company   and 
the  bank  used  the  apportionment  formula  under  IITA  Section  304(c) 
on   a   combined  basis.   In  order  to  determine  whether  95%  or  more 
of  its  income  is  from  sources  within   the   Enterprise   Zone,   the 
bank   holdinq   company   is  required  to  use  the  same  apportionment 
formula  under  IITA  Section  304(c)  as  if  it  were  not  engaged  in   a 
unitary   business   with   the   bank.    Pursuant   to   the   formula, 

As  a  result,  the  bank  holding  company  in  this   case 
must   compute   the   percentage   of   dividends   which  are  received 
within  the  Enterprise  Zone  to  determine  income   apport ionable   to 
the   Enterprise   Zone.    Since   it   received   all  of  its  business

16th   birthday   and   the   school   would   have  no  objection  to  the 
issuance  of  the  instruction  permit;  and

3)   one  of  the  individuals  required  to  complete  the  authorization  for
